Trains to run again? 


It will not be the old Portland Ex. 
press, but passenger traffic may 
resume through North Wilmington, 
from Lawrence and Haverhill 
through to Boston. The Portland 
Express went through North 
Wilmington at speeds of over 60 
m.p.h., 30 years ago. Now the only 
trains on the tracks are the twice-a- 
week local freights 

The heavy rails were taken up and 
sold, presumably for junk, by the 
Boston and Maine, in the late 1950s. 
The present track is much lighter, 
and incapable of carrying express 
trains 

The Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority (MRVTA) seeks to 
provide rail transportation to Boston 
for residents of Andover, Lawrence, 
North Andover, Methuen and 
Haverhill, A Federal grant of $1.7 
million has been received by the 
MRVTA. Seven hundred thousand of 
this, according to the Reading 
Chronicle, has been allocated for 
improvements to the old railroad 
track, north of Reading. Passenger 


traffic may be resumed in November. 

A group including engineers and 
members of the State House of 
Representatives is actively looking 
over the track, to help form their 
judgements. 

There has been no communication 
about these proposals with the Town 
of Wilmington. Presumably the 
trains for Lawrence and Haverhill,
